owing to the lack of ships to transport it. It is no more 
available than unmined gold. 
To provide ships to bring this 
sugar here—or to Europe—would withdraw them from the 
more important b isintss of carrying our soldiers and their 
supplies overseas, i*s fV»r. Hoover has pointed out. 


The nation-wide movement to save the i ruit crop last sea­ 
son greatly increa ed the use of mgar. 
W hile the quantity 
in the sugar bov was for this and other reasons lessened, 
this sugar is widely stored as food in preserved fruits, jams 
and jellies. 


“ Every iar of fruit preserved adds that much to our in­ 
surance of victory, adds that much to hasten th e ’end of 
this conflict.” 


Because of the increased demand for sugar, more sugar 
cane has been panted in Cuba, Porto kico, Hawaii and 
Louisiana, the chief sources from which the United States 
gets cane sugar.
